Similarly, if export performance after adjustment falls below 72 (i.e. below 20% required 
minimum incremental growth rate) then the applicant company is not eligible or if the combined 
performance of all Star Export House companies of the Group falls below 110 then all Star export 
houses of this group are not eligible.
